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SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE  BY  YEARS  OF  AGE. 


Attendance  at  public  and  private  schools  in  1920  was  more  general 
among  children  11  years  of  age  than  among  persons  of  any  other  age. 
Statistics  of  population  and  school  attendance  by  years  of  age  from

5  to  20,  taken  from  reports  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  are  contained 
in  Table  49  of  the  bulletin  on  State  School  Systems.  The  per  cent 
of  attendance  for  each  year  of  age  in  1920  given  in  that  table  and  the 
corresponding  per  cent  for  1910  taken  from  reports  to  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  for  that  year  are  shown  by  the  curves  in  Figure  1. 
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Among  children  12  years  old  in  1920  attendance  was  a  trifle  more 
general  than  among  children  10  years  old,  and  among  those  aged 
13  a  little  more  general  than  among  those  aged  9.  The  increase  in 
proportion  of  children  attending  school  between  the  ages  of  6  and  16, 
which  is  evident  by  comparing  the  curves  for  1920  and  1910,  is  prob¬ 
ably  due  to  improvements  in  legislation  regarding  compulsory  school 
attendance  and  in  enforcement  of  existing  laws.  For  ages  16  to  20 
the  curves  vary  but  slightly,  with  some  decrease  in  per  cent  of  attend¬ 
ance  in  1920  compared  with  1910. 

STATE  SCHOOL  SYSTEMS. 

The  per  cent  of  all  pupils  in  public  elementary  and  secondary  schools 
who  were  enrolled  in  high  schools  in  1920  was  10.2,  as  compared  with 
6.7  per  cent  in  1915  and  5.1  per  cent  in  1910. 

The  average  number  of  days  attended  by  each  pupil  enrolled  was 
the  same  in  1920  as  in  1915,  namely,  121.2  days.  In  1910  the  average 
number  was  113  days. 

The  per  cent  of  school  population  in  daily  attendance,  as  shown  in 
Figure  4,  was  computed  from  the  number  of  pupils  in  average  daily 
attendance  as  shown  in  Table  7  of  the  bulletin  on  State  school  systems. 
The  term  11  pupils  attending”  refers  wherever  used  to  “ pupils  in 
average  daily  attendance.” 

In  Figure  6  is  shown  a  comparison  of  the  length  of  term  provided 
for  white  pupils  with  the  length  of  term  provided  for  colored  pupils 
in  public  elementary  and  secondary  schools  in  certain  States  which 
reported  separately  statistics  of  schools  for  white  children  and  of 
schools  for  colored  children.  The  graph  shows,  also,  the  average 
number  of  days  attended  in  schools  for  each  race.  The  statistics  on 
which  the  graph  is  based  are  found  in  Table  37  of  the  bulletin  on  State 
school  systems.  The  States  have  been  ranked  according  to  the 
length  of  term  provided  in  schools  for  white  pupils. 

Data  for  Figure  7  regarding  the  per  cent  of  men  teachers  in  public 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  in  1920  and  1910  are  found  in 
Table  12  of  the  bulletin  on  State  school  systems.  The  comparison 
of  the  per  cents  for  the  two  years  shown  in  Figure  7  is  not  strictly 
accurate,  in  that  principals  and  supervisors  were  included  with 
teachers  in  1910,  but  were  reported  separately  by  some  States  in 
1920.  In  1910,  therefore,  the  number  of  men  principals  and  super¬ 
visors  was  included  with  the  number  of  men  teachers.  For  purposes 
of  comparison  with  1910  it  was  not  possible  for  the  year  1920  to 
add  to  the  number  of  men  teachers  the  number  of  principals  and 
supervisors  who  were  men,  since  principals  and  supervisors  were  not 
reported  as  to  sex.  The  total  number  of  principals  and  supervisors 
reported  in  1920  is  shown  in  Table  10  of  the  bulletin  on  State  school 
systems.

Figure 
19,  showing  the  distribution  of  cities  according  to  the  tax  rate  for 
all  school  purposes  on  the  estimated  true  property  value,  is  based 
on  Table  3  of  the  bulletin  on  city  school  systems. 

UNIVERSITIES,  COLLEGES,  AND  PROFESSIONAL  SCHOOLS. 

According  to  Figure  21  more  students  were  enrolled  in  1920  in 
universities,  colleges,  and  professional  schools  in  New  York  than  in 
any  other  State.  Illinois  and  Pennsylvania  were  next  in  order.  The 
data  are  taken  from  Table  6  in  the  bulletin  on  universities,  colleges, 
and  professional  schools.

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TEACHERS’  COLLEGES  AND  NORMAL  SCHOOLS. 

Data  for  Figures  21-26  are  found  in  Tables  5-18  of  the  bulletin  on 
teachers 7  colleges  and  normal  schools. 

PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE  HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

Figure  27  shows  the  number  of  pupils  in  secondary  grades  of  public 
and  private  high  schools  for  each  1 ,000  of  total  population.  The  data 
for  the  graph  have  been  compiled  in  Table  8  from  the  enrollment 
reported  in  the  bulletin  on  public  high  schools  and  the  bulletin  on 
private  high  schools. 

The  total  number  of  public  high  schools  which  reported  for  1920 
was  14,326,  or  375  more  than  the  number  which  reported  in  1918. 
Since  1918,  the  first  year  in  which  statistics  of  junior  high  schools 
were  reported  separately  to  the  bureau,  the  number  of  junior  high 
schools  reporting  has  increased  from  557  to  883,  an  increase  of  326 
schools,  or  more  than  58  per  cent.  The  increase  in  the  total  number 
of  schools  between  1918  and  1920  is  not  due  so  largely  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  junior  high  schools  as  is  indicated  by  comparison 
of  the  statements  above.  Eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight  junior 
high  schools  were  housed  in  the  same  buildings  with  senior  and  regu¬ 
lar  high  schools  and  were  not  counted  separately  in  the  total  number 
of  schools.  Forty-five  independent  junior  high  schools  were  counted 
separately  in  the  total  number  of  all  high  schools  reporting. 

The  enrollment  in  junior-senior  high  schools  shown  in  Table  19  of 
the  chapter  on  public  high  schools  does  not  include  the  enrollment 
in  independent  junior  high  schools,  although  pupils  in  those  schools 
are  under  the  junior-senior  plan  of  instruction. 

In  1920,  1,857,155  pupils  were  reported  enrolled  in  public  high 
schools,  excluding  pupils  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  junior 
high  schools.  In  the  secondary  grades  of  private  high  schools, 
184,153  pupils  were  reported.  Ninety-one  per  cent,  therefore,  of  all 
pupils  reported  enrolled  in  secondary  grades  of  public  and  private 
high  schools  in  1920  were  enrolled  in  public  high  schools.  This  is 
almost  the  same  as  the  corresponding  per  cent  in  1918,  namely  91.2. 
From  1918  to  1920  the  enrollment  in  private  high  schools  increased 
16  per  cent,  and  the  enrollment  in  secondary  grades  of  public  high 
schools  increased  12.9  per  cent. 

The  number  of  private  high  schools  reporting  in  1920  was  2,093, 
or  an  increase  of  35  over  the  number  reporting  in  1918.  The  number 
of  public  high  schools  was  87.3  per  cent  of  the  number  of  public 
and  private  high  schools  reporting  in  1920.  In  1918  it  was  87.2 
per  cent. 

In  1918  the  average  number  of  pupils  to  a  school  when  public 
high  schools  of  all  types  were  considered  was  124.4,  and  in  1920  the

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number  was  139.5.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  to  a  school 
is  due  in  part  to  the  increase  in  the  proportion  of  pupils  in  junior 
high  schools  from  6.1  per  cent  of  the  enrollment  in  all  public  high 
schools  in  1918  to  9  per  cent  in  1920.  In  1920  the  average  number  of 
pupils  to  a  school  in  junior  high  schools  was  205;  in  regular  high 
schools,  162;  and  in  three-year  senior  high  schools,  158. 

In  private  high  schools  the  average  number  of  pupils  to  a  school 
was  88  in  1920  and  77.1  in  1918. 

In  public  high  schools  of  all  types  the  average  number  of  pupils 
to  a  teacher  in  1920  was  20.5.  In  regular  and  senior  high  schools 
the  average  number  was  19.9,  and  in  junior  high  schools,  28.1,  as 
shown  in  Table  9.  The  statistics  are  shown  graphically  in  Figure  28. 
In  private  high  schools  the  average  number  of  pupils  to  a  teacher 
was  12.3. 

The  average  number  of  teachers  to  a  school  in  1920  in  public  high 
schools  of  all  types  was  6.8  and  in  private  high  schools  was  7.1. 

In  Table  10  is  shown  the  enrollment  by  years  of  advancement  of 
pupils  in  a  public  high  school  course  of  four  years  in  1920.  From  this 
table  it  follows  that  39.5  per  cent  of  the  pupils  enrolled  were  in  the 
first  year  of  the  course;  26.6  per  cent  in  the  second  year;  18.8  per  cent 
in  the  third  year;  14.7  per  cent  in  the  fourth  year;  and  0.4  per  cent 
in  postgraduate  and  special  courses.  Among  the  years  of  the  course 
the  enrollment  of  girls  was  more  evenly  distributed  than  the  enrollment 
of  boys,  as  shown  by  the  following  per  cents: 

The  per  cent  of  pupils  in  each  year  of  the  four-year  course  who 
were  boys  is  as  follows:  First  year,  46.5;  second  year,  44.4;  third 
year,  42.9;  fourth  year,  41;  postgraduate  and  special,  37.6. 

In  1918,  in  the  first  year  of  a  high-school  course  of  four  years, 
614,776  pupils  were  reported.  If  this  enrollment  is  divided  into 
the  enrollment  in  the  third  year  in  1920  in  a  high-school  course  of 
four  years,  the  result  is  approximately  the  per  cent  of  pupils  sur¬ 
viving,  namely,  54.5.  If  the  enrollment  in  the  first  year  in  1919 
is  considered  as  658,815,  which  is  the  average  of  the  first  year  enroll¬ 
ment  in  1918  and  in  1920,  and  if  that  enrollment  is  divided  into 
the  enrollment  in  the  second  year  of  the  course  in  1920,  the  per  cent 
surviving  is  71.9.  The  per  cent  of  pupils  surviving  to  the  fourth  year 
of  the  course  in  1920  is  not  available  because  the  enrollment  in  a  high- 
school  course  of  four  years  was  not  reported  earlier  than  1918. 

In  1920  the  enrollment  in  a  high-school  course  of  four  years  in 
public  high  schools  was  95.9  per  cent  of  the  enrollment  in  secondary 
grades  of  all  public  high  schools. 

The  per  cent  of  the  total  population  enrolled  in  the  secondary 
grades  of  public  high  schools,  shown  in  Table  1,  has  increased  from 
1.56  per  cent  in  1918  to  1.76  per  cent  in  1920. 
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Of  all  public  high  schools  reporting  in  1920,  85.6  per  cent  were 
rural  high  schools.  A  rural  high  school  is  one  supported  by  a  State, 
a  county,  a  township,  or  a  district  (not  in  the  sense  of  a  single  school 
district),  or  by  an  independent  village  which  had  a  population  less 
than  2,500  in  1910.  Union  high  schools  are  considered  as  rural.  A 
high  school  in  a  city  having  a  population  of  more  than  2,500  and  less 
than  10,000  is  considered  rural  if  it  is  supported  by  a  rural  taxing 
unit;  that  is,  by  a  unit  larger  than  that  determined  by  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city  proper. 

In  Table  11  is  shown  the  per  cent  of  the  population  18  years  of  age 
graduated  from  a  four-year  course  in  public  and  private  high  schools 
in  1920.  The  table  is  computed  from  the  number  of  graduates  from 
such  a  course  reported  in  the  bulletin  on  public  high  schools  and  the 
bulletin  on  private  high  schools.

NURSE  TRAINING  SCHOOLS. 

The  enrollment  in  nurse  training  schools,  shown  in  Figure  29,  is 
that  of  all  the  schools  for  the  training  of  professional  nurses  reporting 
to  the  bureau  in  1920,  and  includes  the  enrollment  in  schools  in  hos¬ 
pitals  for  the  treatment  of  the  insane,  as  given  in  Table  9  of  the 
bulletin  on  nurse  training  schools.
